SURRENDER OF MADRID 
NEAR; MAYBE TOMORROW 


Report to Rome Says Time Has Been Set for 
Franco’s Occupation of City—Capitulation 
to Be Unconditional. 


ROME, March 24 (AP). — The

Plans Being Made for Transfer of 
Madrid Authority. 
HENDAYE, France, March 24 
(AP).—The Spanish Nationalists 
made ready today to accept a vir- 
tually unconditional surrender by 
the Madrid Government 
would end the 32-month-old civil 
war and the long siege of the Re- 
publican capital. 
It was reported that a Madrid 
radio speaker had said surrender 
of Madrid was but “a question of 
minutes,” but this was denied ‘in 
Madrid by Defense Minister Gen. 
Segismundo Casado. 
Obvious plans for transfer of 
Madrid authority from the hands 
of the Defense Council under Gen. 
Jose Miaja, which seized power 
March 5, were being' made by both 
Republicans and Nationatists. 
French Report on Parley. 
The Bordeaux newspaper La Pe- 
tite Gironde says that late last 
night three Spanish Republican of- 
ficials were completing negotiations 
with Nationalist leaders on the 
Burgos airfield for the surrender 
of the entire central zone. 
The paper, one of France’s lead- 
ing provincial dailies, says “a pri- 
vate Nationalist source” in Burgos 
gave the following account of the 
mission of Government envoys: 
Late yesterday the negotiators, 
who included Ramon Serrano Su- 
ner, Nationalist Minister of the 
Interior, still were discussing the 
Republican request that the Na- 
tionalists permit the departure of 
a certain number of former Gov- 
ernment leaders.

The newspaper says the Repub- 
lican negotiators agreed to the fol- 
lowing points: 


1. That Republican authorities 
would recognize the Nationalist 
Government as the only legitimate 
government of Spain and Francisco 
Franco as the sole chief of state; 

2. That Republican Spain prom- 
ised to demobilize all its armed 
forces and hand over all their :rms; 

3. That before the Nationalists 
enter Madrid, any explosives and 
mines made to blow up strategic 
centers of the city be removed. 

Plans for capitulation of Madrid 
after more than 28 months of siege 
were reported so complete that ar- 


rangements had been made for erec- 


tion of loud speakers in the princi- 
pal plazas to provide music for 
dancing in the streets. 


A Nationalist municipal council, 
already named to take over the 
city administration, was in continu- 
ous session at Valladolid, between 
Burgos and Madrid. 

One of the councillors said the 
large cafes would be among the 
first places to receive food from 
the fleets of Nationalist supply 
trucks now waiting behind the Ma- 
drid lines. 

He explained the Nationalists 
wished to create an atmosphere of 
gaiety in contrast with the suffer- 
ing Madrid's million inhabitants 
had undergone. He said the Na- 
tionalists wanted the people to have 
a feeling of deliverance. 

As part of the aftermath of the 
now-suppressed Communist uprising 
against Miaja, Madrid au-norities 
announced discovery of the bodies 
of four prominent leaders, killed by 
Communists who had held them as 
hostages. Three were Colonels in 
th- Republican army and the fourth 
was Commissar of National De- 
fense Publications.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., March 24 
(AP).—Mrs. Marie Burckhalter, 44 
years old, who confessed she helped 
her husband, Eugene Burckhalter, 
47, commit suicide, was sent to 
prison today to serve from 2% to 
20 years despite a plea for leniency 
by the dead man’s brother.

Stark’s denunciation yesterday of 
the alliance of crime and machine 
politics in Kansas City brought to 
a head the legislative fight between 
Boss Tom Pendergast and the Gov- 
ernor. Although threatened since 
the Legislature convened Jan. 4, 
it was suppressed until the Gov- 
ernor struck at the key force nec- 
essary for maintenance of boss 
control. 

Immediately the Pendergast Sen- 
ators and Representatives began 
their efforts toward cementing an 
organization to accomplish the de- 
feat of the Governor’s proposal that 
the Legislature enact a new police 
law for Kansas City, placing the 
department under a board appoint- 
ed by the Governor, and taking it 
away from the Pendergast machine. 

Activity in Opposition.

This was the first indication Hun- 
garian. forces were operating in 
that region, about 50 miles west of 
Carpatho-Ukraine. Kosice and 
Trebisov both lie close to the Slo- 
vak-Hungarian frontier. 

“At 7:55 a. m. three planes 
bombed Sobrance, where a motor- 
ized column of 25 units was hit. 


/On the outskirts of Sobrance tanks 
and another motorized column were 


bombed. 

“Two of our planes were forced 
into emergency landings, one at 
Humenne and the other at Jovsa, 
north of Sobrance. 

“Near Lucky, four miles west of 
Sobrance, a Magyar (Hungarian) 
plane was shot down. Its pilot 
bailed out and was taken prisoner.” 


Many Casualties Reported.

Trying to Find Figure. 

But even at that, he continued, 
the present law gives the possi- 
bility of building up a_ reserve, 
which by insurance methods, would 
be too large. The administration, 
he said, is trying to arrive at some 
figure, which from an actuarial 
point of view, would be adequate 
for a period of three to five years.

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LQUOR LENSE BLS 


Two Aimed to Strengthen En- 
forcement; Rail Crossing 
Safety Measure Approved. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 24.— 


Gov. Lloyd C. Stark today signed 
three bills passed by the Legisla- 
ture, two of which are designed to 
strengthen enforcement of the State 
liquor laws and the other will re- 
quire school and passenger busses 
and trucks transporting gasoline 
and explosives to stop at all railroad 
crossings. 

One of the liquor measures will 
make it unlawful for holders of 3.2 
beer licenses to take out Federal 
hard liquor licenses and makes the 
possession of a Federal license 
prima facie evidence oy violation of 
the State law which prohibits 3.2 
beer licensees from selling intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

The other liquor law fixes the 
expiration date of State licenses to 
sell intoxicating beverages as June 
30 and requires licensees to make 
applications for renewal by May 1 
of each year. Under the new sys- 


tem the State Department of Liquor 
‘Control will be required to spend 
‘only two months a year in handling 
‘the issuance of licenses and will 
‘have 10 months for investigation of 
violations. 

“These two measures,” the Gov- 
ernor said, “will strengthen the 
liquor laws of the State and facili- 
‘tate the enforcement of the liquor 
code. They have the approval of 
Liquor Supervisor Walker Pierce 
and business interests seeking a 
strict enforcement of the liquor 


laws.”

Hurshman, now a WPA worker at

indeterminate sentence. Paroled in 
1931, he said he came to St. Louis 
and got work immediately at the 
Missouri Rolling Mill. He was the 
last of the four jointly indicted de- 
fendants to be tried on the man- 
slaughter charge. 

Of the other three, Charles Lane 
has pleaded guilty, and yesterday 
appeared as chief prosecution wit- 
ness against Hurshman. Lane also 
testified against the other two, 
Sylvester “Woods, who was found 
guilty and punishment fixed at 
two years in the penitentiary, and 
James Kuhlimeyer, who was /ac- 
quitted, All were members of the 
CIO. 


In his testimony yesterday, Lane 
linked Hurshman with the beating

WASHINGTON LETTER

WASHINGTON, March 24. 

HE confusion of counsel] that 
T exists in Washington, expressing 

itself at the moment in the 
backing and filling over taxation 
policies, is reminiccent of coriditions 
20 years ago at a comparable stage 
of the second Wilson administra- 
tion. 

Mr. Wilson was an exceedingly 
stubborn man. He had the faults 
of his great virtues. He could have 
won his League of Nations fight if 
he had been willing to make a few 
conces:ions, as Senator Hitchcock 
and others of his lieutenants in the 
Senate wished him to do. By yield- 
ing a little he would have gained 
much; the United States would have 
been taken into the League and tue 
whole course of history would ave 
been changed. It might have been 
changed for the better; cértainly, as 
events continue to show, it could 
not have been changed for the 
worse. 

Mr. Wilson’s refusal to compro- 
mise sent the League twice down 
to defeat at the hands of Lodge and 
his “battalion of death.” Mr, Wil- 
son stood firm on. principle. 

. o * 

Now, devotion to principle is an 
admirable attribute, but there is 
only one practitioner of the art of 
government who can remain eter- 
nally and unreservedly devoted to 
the tenets of his faith—and get 
away with it. He is the dictator. 
The philosopher in his study, the 
professor in his classroom, the edi- 
torial writer and the columnist— 
all these can keep the flag of prin- 
ciple flying, nor ever dip the colors 
in even the mildest compromise. 
He who is charged with the prac- 
tical administration of the affairs 
of government—except he be a dic- 
tator who makes his own laws—is 
not so fortunate. There are times 
when he has got to concede some- 
thing to the opposition, or face the 
atlernative of confusion in govern- 
ment and perhaps his own undoing. 

Mr. Roosevelt—as I believe can 
be demonstrated—cculd have put 
even a court-enlargement scheme 
through Congress if he had not 
stood pat on his original proposal. 
His prestige, remember, was at its 
very peak in February of 1937, and 
there was a time in the court fight 
when all but the most rugged of 


his opponents despaired of defeat- 
ing him. The opposition grew but 
he remained confident; he said the 
people were with him. He con- 
tinued to demand the whole of the 
scheme, six Judges and all—and got 
nothing. 

The Importance of Being Unprin- 
cipled was the theme of an article 
published a year or so ago in the 
erudite magazine of the Phi Beta 
Kappa society. It ovfght to be dug 
out and read by all the arm-chair 
saviors of the country,

Wherein lies the analogy between 
the stiff-necked attitude of Mr. 
Wilson, with the consequent defeat 
of the League of Nations covenant 
in the Senate, and what is happen- 
ing in Washington today? 

It lies in the fact that Mr. Roose- 
velt, to all appearances, continues 
to view without enthusiasm’ the 
earnest efforts of Mr. Morgenthau 
and Mr. Hanes of the Treasury, to 
say nothing of the efforts of Mr. 
Harrison in the Senate, to do a 
little harmless corporation tax re- 
vising as a “business appeasement” 
gesture, Mr. Roosevelt, 
Wilson, is a stubborn man, True, 
he has not closed the door against 
such tax revision, but neither is he 
doing much to smooth the path of 
the appeasers. He doesn’t like 
the word and he seems not to be 
enamored of the idea. Both the 
word and the idea seem _ to 
him to smack too much of 
retreat. As he never has said 
that there was anything wrong with 
the NRA, except that it tried to do 
too much, so he has never aban- 
doned his support of the undis- 
tributed profits tax. He hates to 
see the principle of that tax—which 
is about all that is left of it—go 
out of the revenue laws. 

So, because of principle, an ef- 
fort to make business feel a little 
better, and thus to stimulate pri- 
vate investment, has shown dis- 
couraging progress. It is to be 
hoped that today’s administration 
approval of plans to cut the pay- 
roll taxes of the Social Security 
Act—taxes which undoubtedly have 
impeded recovery—betokens the 
birth of a friendlier attitude on the 
part of Mr. Roosevelt toward the 
general “appeasement” movement 
than he has yet shown. 


LABOR PEACE GROUPS 
RESUME CONFERENCE 


A. F. L. Council Says It Will 
Go to Any Reasonable Ex- 
tent to Reach Settlement. 


WASHINGTON, March 24 (AP). 
—The American Federation of La- 
bor and Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations renewed their peace 
conferences today with no outward 
sign that chances for an end te 
jlabor’s civil war had been strength- 
ened by an exchange of strongly- 
worded views. 

In its first formal statement on 
the peace parleys, the A. F. L. ex- 
ecutive council said ‘ast night it 
would go to any reasonable extent 
to reach a settlement, but it added: 

“At the same time it is clear the 
executive council cannot go beyond 
the powers and authorities dele- 
gated to it or disregard or trespass 
upon the right, privileges and pre- 
rogatives of affiliated national ana 
international unions.” 

“a New York Wednesday, CIO 
President John L. Lewis told a Mine 
Workers’ conference that the CIO 
would not dissolve its unions as a 
price for labor unity or “swallow 
poison and go off and die.” 

The rights mentioned by the 
A. F. L. council represent the or- 
ganizing territory over which A. F. 
L. unions claim complete jurisdic- 
tion. Both sides have accused each 
other of raiding rival fields contain- 
ing an aggregate of 7,000,000 to 8,- 
000,000 organized workers. 

Both sides reacted alike, private- 
ly, to publication of the rival state- 
ments. Each said in effect: “They 
haven’t changed their attitude. They 
are uncompromising.” 

In addition to outlining its atti- 
tude on peace, the A. F. L. coun- 
cil demanded that Congress begin 
hearings at once on amendments to 
the Wagner Act, which are oppesed 
by CIO, 

Hearings scheduled for early 
March were postponed to avoid 
interference with the peace negoti- 
ations. 

But the council asserted 
night: 

“Further delay cannot be at- 
tributed to impartial desire for the 
adjustment of a serious situation, 
for it could only contribute to the 
advantage of one party to the con- 
troversy.” 

Federation sources said the ref- 
erence to “one party” was aimed 
at CIO.

$56,160,000 Consignment Aboard 
Liner Manhattan; $4,680,000 of 
It From France. 


SOUTHAMPTON, England, 
March 24 (AP).—The largest single 
cargo of gold ever shipped out of 
Britain left for New York today 
aboard the United States liner Man- 


hattan, which carried £12,000,000 
($56,160,000) in gold consigned to the 
United States because of European 
tension, 

The shipment included £11,000,000 
($51,480,000) sent from Britain and 
£1,000,000 ($4,680,000) loaded at Le 
Havre, France. Other consignments 
are to be sent on the Normandie to- 
morrow. 

It was estimated conservatively 
that £20,000,000 ($93,600,000), includ- 
ing the Manhattan’s cargo, would 
be shipped to the United States for 
safekeeping within the next few 
days. Some quarters said the ship- 
ments might total twice that figure.

Libel Is Filed Against $24,000 Worth 
on Tankship in New York 
Harbor. 

NEW YORK, March 24 (AP).— 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Earle N. Bishop filed a libel in 
United States District Court yes- 
terday against 1483 barrels of whale 
oil, valued at $24,000, brought into 
New York Harbor March 15 in the 
American tankship California. 

The oil, the Governmert contends, 
was taken from undersized whales 
in violation of the 1936 Whaling 
Treaty Act and the 1937 London 
whaling agreement, which outlaw 
the killing of blue whales under 70 
feet long and fin whales under 55 
feet.

A similar opinion was expressed 
by Chairman Harrison (Dem.), 
Mississippi of the Senate Finance 
Committee, who said that the 
American people wanted Congress, 
“acting in co-operation with the 
executive,” to balance the budget 
as swiftly as it was practical. 


Farm Members Trade Votes, 

The House economy bloc, never- 
theless, was being shunted aside by 
a combination of farm _ district 
members and proponents of the 
President’s request for a $150,000,- 
000 emergency relief fund. 

The Chamber was approaching a 
vote on the record-breaking $1,- 
066,000,000 Agriculture Department 
appropriation bill. Farm members 
quietly were pledging support to the 
full relief fund in return for prom- 
ises from city members to refrain 
from trying to slash the farm bill, 
which called. for $265,000,000 high- 
er benefit payments than Mr. 
Rosevelt contemplated. 

House members received an open 
invitation from one of their lead- 
ers today to do some “log rolling” 
to obtain approval of both the 
$250,000,000 appropriation for par- 
ity payments to farmers and $150,- 
000,000 for relief, 

Representative Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, chairman of the rules com- 
mittee, during debate on the agri- 
culture department appropriation 
said: 

“If men from the farm states 
want our help on parity payments, 
they should help us on the $150- 
000,000. Not only the farmer needs 
relief but also the city dwellers. 

“I urge and demand that some 
consideration be given to the peo- 
ple in the city.” 

Backed Farm Measures. 

Sabath said he had supported 
farm bills for 30 years, although he 
came from Chicago, on the theory 
that aiding the farmers increased 
their ability to buy products of the 
city. Farmers also benefit when 
city dwellers are helped and can 
buy more from the farm, he said. 

Sabath told reporters that after he 
had finished his speech several men 
from farm areas had pledged their 
support for $150,000,000 for relief. 
He made his plea because of pros- 
pects that the House Appropriations 
Committee may recommend only 
$100,000,000 for WPA needs through 
June 30. 

President Roosevelt asked for 
$150,000,000, asserting that if it 
were. not provided, 1,200,000 persons 
would be dismissed from WPA 
rolls. 

Reduction “Out the Window.” 

Representative Woodrum (Dem.), 
Virginia, leader of the House 
economy forces, commented: 

“The idea of the Appropriations 
Committee holding appropriations 
within the budget estimates is out 
the window—gone for the session. 
This is the first bill appropriating 
items not recommended by the bud- 
get.” 

Republicans indicated they would 
let the Democrats fight out the 
economy issue among themselves. 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said he 
felt there was no use in the Re- 
publicans taking the initiative in 
a retrenchment drive without as- 
surances of Democratic support. He 
intimated such support was doubt- 
ful because of administration oppo- 
sition. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
hailed Eccles’ statement as “a frank 
admission that business men and 
the public generally believe deficit 
spending to be a deterrent to busi- 
ness recovery.” 

Byrd suggested that Congress 
cancel all lump sum appropriations 
and resume detailed control of Fed- 
eral expenditures.

HOUSE PASSES RIGID 
DEPORTATION BLL 


Measure Bars Alien Who Advo- 
cates Change in American 
Form of Government, 


WASHINGTON, March 24 (AP). 
—A deportation bill to exclude from 
the country any alien advocating 
any change in the American form of 
Government received unanimous 
House approval yesterday. 

It was one of the measures 
backed by the committee iInvestigat- 
ing un-American activities. Repre- 
sentative Dempsey (Dem.), New 
Mexico, introduced the bill and got 
the House to pass it without a word 
of debate. 

House leaders expected a long 
fight over the legislation and oppo< 
sition from members who might 
take the stand of the Civil Liber~ 
ties Union. The union argued at 
committee hearings that the meas- 
ure “would suppress all expressions 
of opinion on essential] political is- 
sues by aliens.” 

Present law provides for deportas 
tion of aliens advocating the overe 
throw of the Government “by force 
or violence.” 

If the Dempsey bill, which now 
goes to the Senate, becomes law, it 
will bar from the United States 
“aliens who believe in, advise, ad- 
vocate, or teach, or who are Mée€l«a< 
bers of or affiliated with any organe 
ization, association, society, oF 
group, that believes in, advises, ad- 
vocates or teaches , , , the making 
of any changes in the American 
form of government.” 

Chairman Dies of the Un-Amert- 
can Activities Committee submit- 
ted a resolution asking the Justice 
Department to send to Speaker 
Bankhead its report on an inquiry 
into Nazi and Fascist activities in 
this country. 

Dies said the report disclosed tne 
relationship of the German-Amert- 
can Bund to any foreign Govern- 
ment and dealt also with persons 
and organizations allegedly en- 
gaged in Fascist activities.

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GOV. STARK’S SMASHING MESSAGE. 
Gov. Stark, in a fighting speech before the Legisla- 
ture yesterday, denounced flagrant crime conditions 
in Kansas City. He delivered a veritable philippic 


against the powerful Pendergast machine which is so 
‘eminently responsible for Kansas City’s reputation 


as a haven for gangsters, murderers, racketeers, gam- 
blers and other parasites. He stressed the Kansas 
City situation as one of such magnitude and virulence 
that it concerns the entire citizenry of Missouri and 
is devoid of partisan, local or factional politics. Most 
important of all, he offered a remedy for the can- 
cerous condition. And he left it squarely up to the 
Legislature as to whether the remedy is to be applied 
or the disease is to be allowed to become even more 
malignant. 

The Governor’s remedy would salvage the Kansas 
City Police Department from the Pendergast gang 
by enacting a law abolishing the present municipal 
police system in that city and creating a metropolitan 
system to be administered by a bi-partisan police 
board of four members appointed by the Governor.

The Americans would have 
to be a much older nation, a much 
more tired and morally disillusioned 
nation than they are, in order to sit 
by and be willing to do nothing 
about a calculated horror of that 
sort.

If this is correct, then there are 
very practical conclusions to be 
drawn from it both here and abroad. 
The dictators should realize that as 
indicated by the successive polls, by 
the tendency of the votes in Con- 
gress and by the drift of sentiment 
as seen by observers, American opin- 
ion is now in a state of imminent 
explosion. 

A spectacular unprovoked act of 
violence would almost certainly 
touch off that explosion. The Euro- 
pean democracies and their allies 
should realize that another Munich 
will cause another return to isola- 
tionism, that they may expect as- 
sistamce only in so far as they first 
show that they help themselves.

‘DAUGHTERS OF ATREUS’ ABLY 
PLAYED BY THE MUMMERS 


Modern Drama on Ancient Greek 
Themes Presented at Wednesday 
Club Auditorium. 
“Daughters of Atreus,” one of 
the plays which were contenders for 
the New York Critics’ Circle prize 
in 1937, was brought to St. Louis 
last night by the Mummers, at the 
Wednesday Club auditorium, and 
received a surprisingly competent 

performance. : 

Dramas such as this one, in 
which a father sacrifices his daugh- 
ter, his wife slays him and her 
son and daughter murder her and 
her lover, are almost impossibly 
risky things for amateur groups to 
attempt and it is to the credit of 
Willard Holland’s diligent direction 
that the play was alive and cred- 
ible last night. The audience quite 
evidently was absorbed by the 
action and once broke into ap- 
plause during a scene. 

Written by Robert Turney, 
“Daughters of Atreus” is a compact 
and skillful treatment of the story 
of tragedy centering around Aga-. 
memnon, leader of the Greek forces 
in the war against Troy, and his 
unfortunate household. It covers, in 
general, the same ground that 
Aeschylus covered in “Agamemnon 
and “Choephoroe” and which Euri- 
pides and Sophocles also treated in 
their plays called “Electra.” The 
same material was adapted to a 
New England setting by Eugene 
O’Neill in “Mourning Becomes Elec- 
tra.”

THERE WAS A BITTER fight 
years ago to keep girls out of 
swimming, the first athletic 
feature for women recognized by 
the A. A. U. 

However, more than 2000 years 
ago women indulged in athletic 
contests, a separate meet from 
the men’s Olympics being ar- 
ranged for the weaker sex. 

And as for tennis, we might 
point out that nearly 35 years 
ago May Sutton, now Mrs. 
Thomas Bundy, won the world 
championship for women at 
Wimbledon. At last accounts she 
was still active on the courts.

WHETHER THE HEAVIER 
forms of track and field sports 
are harmful for women remains 
to be proved. If they turn out 
they are O., K., it will not be the 
first time preconceived notions 
of athletic strains have been dis- 
proved. 

In the early days of the mara- 
thon run, even physicians decried 
this “dangerous and even brutal” 
competition. Marathon’ events 
were accompanied by doctors and 
even ambulances in the expecta- 
tion of heart cases. But none re- 
sulted. De Mar, Kennedy, Mon- 
teverde remained in marathon 
competition long after middle life. 
Time has proved that marathon 
runners continue to be _ active 
longer than any other athlete. 

It was also a delusion at one 
time that rowing was too strenu- 
ous. On one occasion they cut 
one of the four-mile classics 
down to three miles. Rut it was 
noted that Fred Plaisted, Ten 
Eyck and other oarsmen of olden 
days lived into the eighties and 
even remained active as oarsmen. 
The prejudice disappeared. 

So, it will take time and not 
Babe Zaharias’ opinion to prove 
whether athletics are bad for the 
female of the species.

POLITICS COULD not enter 
into the selection of athletes nor 
result in the padding of expenses 
by giving political favorites free 
trips abroad. Left in the pres- 
ent hands, the A. A. U. and the 
Olympic committee no pressure 
from politics could be brought 
to bear. 

Every fourth year hundreds of 
persons devote valuable time and 
lots of money to passing the hat. 
On one occasion there was a ter- 
rible squawk when, as _ sailing 
time arrived, there was not 
enough money to take care of 
the athletes. 

The girls in particular were 
left to thumb their way across 
the Atlantic—or the equivalent of 
that. When the steamer Man- 
hattan sailed in July 1936, the 
money to take care of the actual 
expenses of the Olympic group 
was not in sight. It was collect- 
ed, while the boat was on the 
water. 

That, of course, was due to the 
anti-Nazi fight on our Olymzic 
representation and will not hap- 
pen this time. The $400,000 will 
be available when needed. The 
girls, getting an early start, al- 
ready have their quota about 
taken care of, according to Miss 
Dee Boeckmann, chairman of the 
women’s Olympic committee. 

Nearly all nations finance their 
Olympic requirements by nation- 
al appropriations and it would 
save many persons hard work and 
worry if the United States fol- 


lowed suit.

How Finland Does It. 


FINLAND WHICH IS sponsor- 
ing the 1940 games, following the 
withdrawal of Japan, has pro- 
vided $6,000,000 for the Olympic 
budget, and of this $4,000,000 was 
raised by national appropriation. 
The other $2,000,000 will come 
from a sort of 2 per cent tax on 
sales of Olympic articles and sou- 
venirs. 

That will be ample to put over 
the games. The biggest Finnish 
problem will be to take care of 
the visitors. 

A nation of little more than 
4,000,000 persons, with a capital 
(Helsinki) of not over 250,000 
population, would seem handi- 
capped in providing accommoda- 
tions for the large number of 
Visiting tourists sure to attend. 

Finland has gained tremendous 
popularity in this country as the 
only foreign state to maintain 
payment of its World War obli- 
gations to America. Athletically, 
it has been the outstanding na- 
tion in Olympic competition, next 
to the United States, ever since 
1912. It is the nation most likely 
to finish second to the United 
States in number of Olympic med- 
als won. F 

Just at present it appears that 
overflow visitors will be housed 
on ocean liners anchored in the 
harbor. Many, of course, wil] be 
taken care of in private homes.

PRESS PHOTOGRAPHER 
JAILED FOR CONTEMPT 


Refused to Tell Chattanooga 
Grand Jury About Pictures 
of Cockfight. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 
(24 (AP).—Robert Brown, 30 years 
‘old, photographer for the Chatta- 
nooga News, was jailed yesterday 
for an indefinite term on a con- 
tempt charge after refusing to give 
information to a grand jury about 


‘cockfight pictures that appeared in 
‘the news. 

Criminal Judge Charles W. Lusk 
ordered Brown held until he agrees 
“to disclose to the grand jury what 
he knows.” 

Assistant District Attorney-Gen- 
eral Frank Darwin said Brown had 
two “opportunities” to give infor- 
mation to the county grand jury.

Agrees on Increase in Mortgage 
Insurance Kecommended 
by Roosevelt. 

WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP). 
—The House Banking Committee 
agreed today on a one billion dollar 
increase, recommended by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in the amount of 
insured mortgages which the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration may 
have outstanding. 

The President intervened, as a 
Senate Banking Subcommittee was 
considering the mortgage insurance 
measure, to settle differences be- 
tween the FHA and the Home Own- 
ers’ Loan Corporation. 

The FHA wanted the present 
three billion dollar limit on mort- 
gage insurance doubled and a con- 
tinuation of its authority to insure 
loans on homes already built. The 
HOLC contended FHA should be 
restricted to insuring mortgages on 
new construction and said that, if 
it were, three billion dollars would 
be enough.

There is more rose amy- 
bse in wheat, corn, rice and barley 
arches and relatively little in po- 
ato, arrowroot, tapioca and sago, 

It requires about two hours to 
hange the rose amylose into blue 
mylose so a shorter cooking time 
s required to render potato, arrow- 
oot, tapioca and sago digestible. 
owever, the difference is more 
heoretical than real because the 
reater appetizing effect of cooked 
orn and cereal offsets the question 
f cooking time.
